There are 65,848,302 native- bom 
persons and 10,460,085 foreign- 
boru persons, the latter element 
constituting 18.7 per cent, of the 
total population in 1900, against 
14.8 per cent, ten years ago. The 
foreign bom show au absolute in- 
crease during the decade of 1,151,- 
994, while the native born have in- 
creased iu ten years 12,981,687. 

As to color and race the popula- 
tion in 1900 is made up of 66,990,- 
802 white persons aud 9,812,585 
colored persons, the latter Jfigure 
comprising 8,840,789 persons of 
negro descent, 119,050 Chinese, 
85,986 Japanese and 266,760 In- 
dians. The corresponding figures 
for 1890 showed a total of 55,166,- 
184 white persons, 7,488,788 per- 
sons of negro descent, 126,778 Chi- 
14,399 Japanese and 274,607 
Indians. 

The colored element constitutes 

12.2 per cent, of the total popula- 
tion in 1900, as against 12.5 per 
cent, in 1890. The white popula- 

increuse since 1890 
of 11, 824,618, or 21.4 percent., 
id the colored element as a whole 
of 1,409,018, or 17.8 per cent. 
There has been an increase during 
the past ten years in persons of ne- 
gro descent of 1,352,001, or 18.1 
per cent. 

The native white element has 
lcreased 23.3 per cent, and the 
sreign whites only 12.2 per cent, 
ince 1890. The native white ele- 
lent of foreigu parentage has in- 
creased relatively twice as fast as 
the native whites of native paren- 
tage.

Farm Notes. 

Buckwheat Is grown ou sandy solK 
as a green manurial crop. It is an ad- 
vantage to apply lime this fall on the 
land that has buckwheat turned under. 

Many farmers ship produce to mar- 
ket at oerlain s-'as'irs a:ul buy article-, 
that could be disposed w.th by usiug 
those growD on the farm. Id such 
cases they pay transportation two ways, 
which lessens the profits. 

Rotation of crops not only enables 
the farmer to get the best results, hut 
largely aids in presenting diseases of 
plants. Rotation, which includes clo- 
ver, distributes the plant foods to ad- 
vantage and prevents loss of any par- 
ticular element required by plants. 

When laud has been heavily manured 
and does not give satisfactory crops the 
cause may be that the land requires 
tile drainage, being too wet, owing to 
the fact Lhat the lower wattr cannot 
flowaway. Diainage in such cases will 
effect wonderful improvement. 

The flavor of milk is not always due 
to the food. Ou hundreds of farms 
there is an utter lack of cleanliness in 
the handling of milk, although it is 
well known thatsickness and death are 
caused by the germs which enter into 
milk through lack of cleanliness in 
milking and carelessness in other 
details. 

Piowiog in the fall may be beneficial 
or not, according to the texture of the 
soil. Light soils will lose fertility if 
left bare during the winter. The late 
weeds that cover the soil sometimes 
protect against leaching, but no weed 
should be aliow. d to mature. Bye is 
an excellent cover crop and grown on 
nearly all soils.

Plants must hane food and water the 
sime as animals. The fine white>oots 
are the teediug mouths, while the 
leaves take carbon from the atmos- 
phere. Plants make their most rapid 
growth when well supplied u .an 
ety of food, and, as they convert food 
into salable product, tbey should be 
well fed or they will fail to give sadis- 
factory results 

The shrinkage of corn varies accord- 
ing to the condition of the grain when 
put Into the crib. Cases have been 
kLown in which corn lost 20 per cent 
from shrinkage, the corn being damp. 
Prom 8 to 12 per cent, is the average, 
the shrinking depeDdingupon so many 
circumstances as to makeau exact esti- 
mate very difficult, but the rule is to 



only because it can be used for food, 
but also because it can be made to as- 
sist in retaining warmth, in the stalls 
in winter. If cut in a feed cutter and 
used for bedding it will prevent 
draughts of air along the floors, and it 
can then be swept out with a broom 
and mixed with the manure, being a 
much better absorbent than if used 
uncut 

The farmer reduces the value of his 
own labor by keeping inferior stock, or 
tailing to secure large yields of crops, 
as the higher the- prices, and the great- 
er the production, the belter the re- 
muneration for the labor bestowed. 
There are periods when the farmer 
cannot' perform work in the fields, for 
which reason he should aim to get his 
crops under shelter as soon as possible 
in order to do some kinds of work 
which can be performed inside the 
barn. 

-The garden plot may be changed 
every two or three years in order to 
t diseases of plants. The plot 
r the garden should be selected at 
this season of the year, plowed and a 
liberal application of manure made, 
which shoul i be harrowed to. Sow rye 
to cover the ground and plow it ui 
early in spiiog, using a small quintity 
of lime, or epply wood ashes. Have 
the plot so arranged as to cultivate in 
long rows, in order to save labor. The 
fall is the time to make the garden plot 
fertile. 

Those who keep late pullets with (be 
expectation that they will begin to lay 
in winter will be disappointed as a rule. 
Such pullets seldom begin to lay until 
the warm weather of tbespriog season 
begins. Birds do not lay in winter in 
their natural state, aud the Darnyard 
fowls are no exception, as they must 
receive assistance in the way of food 
and shelter. Domestication makes 
changes in the characteristics of birds, 
and the only way to secure eggs in win- 
ter la to have the fowls under summer 
conditions if possible. Early pullets 
Bhould lay in winter, but late pullets 
do not fully mature before spring.

Thus it 
be seen that the contest will be re- 
sumed in the next Congress with 
the vigilance always displayed by 
men who see something in sight 
for themselves. 

The Constitution has always 
been an advocate of liberal mail 
appropriations toward railroads. 
If the same principle could be ap- 
plied to the sea, encouraging ship 
lines from every port having the 
enterprise to fit them out, there 
would be no reason why the gov 
eminent should not give to them 
the benefit of mail transportation, 
as is done in the case of railways. 
There are a great many people 
who favor such a plan as this who 
will not agree that the government 
sb'.uld be held liable for the losses 
of private ship lines.
